In Applicant response to restriction requirement dated April 12, 2004, Applicants 
elected a single species relating to bit rate conversion using ^quantization. The single 
species is claimed in claim numbers 1-15 and 26-30. The claims cover various embedments, 
including embodiments described with reference to Figure 4D, 5B, and 5C. 

The Examiner argues that Figures 1, 2A, 2B, 4D, 5B, 5C, and 6 are seven distinct 
species that can not be covered in a single set of claims. The Applicants respectfully 
disagree. For example, Figure 6 is not a distinct species and is merely showing one example 
of a router that can be used with the techniques of the present invention. Some examples 
described with reference to Figures 1, 2A. 2B, 4D, 5B, 5C, and 6 are merely embodiments 
that can be covered by a single generic claim. Consequently, Applicants respectfully submit 
that a single claim Group 1-15 and 26-30 has been selected. The single group selected does 
not pose an undue burden on the Examiner, as all the claims relate to bit rate conversion 
using a first ^quantization scheme and a second requantization scheme. Embodiments of the 
generic claim are described in the cited figures as well as in other figures. Applicants 
respectfully reserve me right to later prosecute claims 16-25.
